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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner acknowledges receipt of IDS filed 3/10/2004 and 8/15/2005. Claims 1-41 are 
pending 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to method of inhibiting post-operative adhesion formation, 
classified in class 424, subclass 443. 

II. Claims 14-41, drawn to delivery vehicle/composition, classified in class 424, 
subclass 450. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 

§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced 
with another materially different product. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Election 

4. Claims 1, 14 and 28 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: 
microcapsule, microsphere, barriers, liposomes, lipid foams, solution, osmotic pumps fibers, 
gels, foams and films are the different forms the product/vehicle/composition can take. The 
species are independent or distinct because each species is capable of supporting different 
patents within the art. 

Therefore, if applicant elects Group I or II, applicant is further required to elect a specific 
form of the product that is administered or prepared. That is applicant is requested to elect a 
specific form of the product, namely elect microcapsules or microspheres or barriers or 
liposomes or lipid foams or solutions or osmotic pumps or fibers or filaments or gels or foams or 
films. 

In either case, election of Group I or II, applicant is also requested to elect a single dose 
or sustained release or burst release. 

In addition to the above election requirement, if applicant elects solution, applicant is 
further requested to elect a solution that is a viscous instillate or crystalloid instillate.
